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Meaning of 
Discipleship

One of the most difficult tasks 
Jesus had while on earth in hu­ 
man form was to get his disciples 
to understand his true character 
and the real reason he came to 
earth. 
Jesus came to realize that his 
enemies would eventually kill his 
human body, that he would not 
long be 
permitted 
to 
associate 
physically with his followers and 
that his work for the redemption 
of mankind from sin must be con­ 
tinued by members of his human­ 
ity. 
To inform his disciples concern­ 
ing the work Jesus was 
calling 
them to do were presented to them 
the scenes and facts recorded by 
Luke in the Scriptural text for this 
Sunday school lesson. 
Jesus was in a secluded spot and 
alone with his closest friends and 
disciples. Following a direct ques­ 
tion, Jesus heard Peter declare 
that Jesus was the 
“Christ 
of 
God.” 
Doubtless Peter believed 
Jesus 
was the promised 
Messiah 
or 
Christ of the Jews. 
But 
Jesus 
wanted Peter and his other dis­ 
ciples to understand just what it 
meant to be their 
Messiah 
or 
Christ. Hence 
Jesus 
emphasizes 
the fact that it means bearing a 
cross of service, 
suffering 
and 
shame instead of wearing a crown 
of regal splendor and political pow­ 
er. 
Later three of these disciples, 
on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
saw and heard Jesus talking with 
Moses and Elijah, representatives 
of law and prophecy. They were 
not talking about a glorious and 
despotic reign for Jesus as an 
earthly king—they were 
talking 
about his sacrificial death on a 
cruel cross at Jerusalem. Again 
the disciples were confronted with 
the fact that the emblem of the 
Christian was to be and is a cross 
and his passport to eternal life was 
to be and is a life of sacrificial 
service to God and his humanity. 
However, by cross bearing, Jesus 
does not mean that those of his 
present-day followers must should­ 
er a heavy wooden beam and bear 
it to some lonely hilltop and suf­ 
fer crucifixion on it. 
Modern cross bearing, it seems, 
today means: 
1. Placing humanity above m a­ 
terial things. Human beings arc 
God’s chief creations. Serving them 
is necessary to merit God's bles­ 
sings and eternity with him. 
2. Placing humanity above in­ 
stitutions. The Sabbath was made 


material. Many a man has lost 
his soul while trying to save his 
business. 
Many a man has shut out every­ 
thing God has provided for his hap­ 
piness—home, health, friends, holy 
association with the Infinite—just 
because he was determined to pile 
up a fortune. 
Many men and women have cast 
aside those things which God alone 
can give—purity, fidelity, children, 
the sanctity of the home—just for 
the sake of pleasure and the grati­ 
fication of beastly lust. Choosing a 
crown of pleasure instead of the 
cross of duty. 
4. Practicing the Golden Rule. 
Choosing the cross of serving those 
in need rather than the crown of 
self gratification. 
Jesus would have us be kind 
and forgiving, sincere in our con­ 
duct with other people and pure 
in our daily laving before them. 
The fraternity of Jesus includes 
people of all races and conditions, 
free of racial and social prejudices. 
It should be—must be—so with all 
his true followers and believers. 
Jesus has shown us the way. He 
traveled life’s road to the very 
end. He knew every condition of 
humanity’s joys and sorrows. Sin 
in all its cruelty did him to death— 
he knew the sufferings of a cross 
more terrible than any we wiil 
ever be called to bear. 
Yet he pleased God who sent 
him. And in living as Jesus lived, 
yi being what he was, in doing 
what he taught us to do, thus and 
thus only can we be his followers 
and please the God who sends us al­ 
so into this world to live for him 
here a while and then like our bles­ 
sed Redeemer and through his 
salvation, follow him back to the 
Father who gave us life and who 
has prepared a pliace for all who 
follow well and true.

It is later than 
you 
think. 
Christmas is very near. In the 
days to come we may find our­ 
selves, as so often in the past, 
wearing ourselves out taking care 
cV the mundane details which we 
have associated with a holy sea­ 
son. In short, we may soon find 
ourselves in a plight not exactly 
to our liking, but one required of 
us under the circumstances of 
modern life and our modern in- 
terpre^tion of what Christmas is. 
The plight before Christmas is 
a terrible thing. All the budget 
checking,-the borrowing, the stu­ 
dying of lists, the shopping, the 
bargain-hunting, the 
whispered 
connivings are before us yet. 
The long hours in the stores, 
the crowded streets, the hustle of 
people, the breath of commerce 
in the air . . . these and more 
are the component parts of the 
plight awaiting us. Yes, it’s fun — 
a terrible kind of fun — an ex­ 
hausting kind of fun. But there 
is more. 
A plight, in one sense, is a con­ 
dition or state, usually bad. But 
the word has another meaning. 
It is a promise or pledge such as 
w’hen we use it to plight our troth 
To plight is to be bound by a 
promise or pledge. This meaning 
is the one that should interest us 
in the pre-Christmas season. 
A plight which is a pledge is 
the only thing that keeps us from 
getting into a plight which is 
an objectionable condition. 
We 
can sa\e ourselves a lot of irri­ 
tation in the weeks ahead by con­ 
centrating on the one ideal of 
the whole meaning and purpose 
of Christmas. If 
Christmas 
be­ 
comes anything more than a sea­ 
son for devotion, love and adora­ 
tion of Christ, it is 
no 
longer 
Christmas. About the only thing 
we can do when we Jose Christ 
at Christmas is to cry the pathe­ 
tic words of Mary Magdalene at 
the empty tomb, “They have tak­ 
en away my Lord, and I know 
not where they have laid Him.” 
When 
Christmas 
irritates us, 
and wears us out it only is be­ 
cause we have lost its meaning. 
Already this week, whenever I 
have said to someone, “It won’t 
be long now until Christmas,” the 
answer comes back clothed in a 
groan of dread. Anri we should 
be approaching the holy time with 
the anticipation of the wise men 
whose long pilgrimage 
brought 
them at last to His feet in adora­ 
tion and praise, unmindful of a 
tiresome journey. 
Yes, Christmas is coming near­ 
er and nearer . . but where is 
the joy? Oh, we shall find it on 
the faces of the children whose 


wishes have been granted; we 
shall find it in the faces of those 
who delight in their feelings of 
goodness and warmth for having 
given acceptable gifts; and we 
shall find it in the hearts of those 
who 
welcome loved-ones home 
for Christmas. But primarily, it 
is the real Christmas joy when it 
grows out of just knowing that 
this day is the birthday of our 
Saviour. 
Nowhere in the life of man 
does he rise to the heights ex­ 
cept in the feeling of a love that 
is tender and complete in his 
adoration of Christ. The begin­ 
ning of a Christian life is in love. 
The meaning of Christmas is found 
in our love for Christ. The whole 
story of the birth of Christ, fan­ 
tastic but divinely real, calls from 
us a plight of reverent adoration. 
This is the time to see him taking 
upon himself our nature and grow 
ing daily in patience, love, ten­ 
derness, kindness, mercy, under­ 
standing, goodness and pity. Now 
is the time to see the outpouring 
of His love toward us. 
How long has it been since we 
have seen His star in the East 
and then set out to follow it? We 
put stars on Christmas trees, on 
window panes, on lamp posts, but 
where is the star in the starry 
sky? 
How long has it been since we 
celebrated His birthday? 
Who 
gets the gifts, anyway? What does 
; He get out of His birthday? When 
. we are really still enough and 
[ quiet enough at Christmas to give 
i Him the impression that all of 
! this started out for Him and for 
I His sake? 
When His 
birthday 
1 has come and gone do you sup- 
1 pose He really feels that He has 
! had a birthday? 
You know, I wouldn't want to 
■ see us stop giving gifts to each 
other 
at Christmas. We know 
that something good happens to us 
! in the giving of gifts to each oth- 
■ er. There’s a lot to be said for 
Santa Claus and Christmas trees

But 
they aren’t enough in themselves.

; lone. Sigrid Undset puts it this 
’ way: 
“And when we give one anoth-

to earth and gave Himself.”
